Rarely have more scathing speeches been
heard in Congress than those of Colonel
Fellows and Bourke Cockran today, in
which the report of the majority was torn
to pieces and not & shred left of it. O'Fer-
rall stood his ground manfully, however,
sod even endeavorad to stay the overwhelm-
ing current running against him by invok-
ing the divine name of Cleveland, compar-
ing him to Hill, who interiered for Rock-
well, as a lion to a fox.

A BODY BURNED UP

In Order to Obiain $55,000 Insur-
ance Money on the Life of

ONE OF TWO0 SLY CONSPIRATORS.

A Very Deep-Laid Plot to Beat Three Big
New York Companies.

A CONFESSION EXPOBES THE FRAUD

(SPECIAL TELEGEAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

BEATTLE, April 22.—The mystery aur-
rounding the burned body found in the
house of Willlam Radloff, near this city,
was oleared up to-day by the confession of
one of the conspirators against the three
New York companies in which Badloff had
his life insured, the New York Life, the
Mutual and the Equitable. Radloff is alive,
and if hs is caught the companles will prob-
ably prosecute him for conspirscy to de-
frand.

Last Saturday morning Radlofl's house,
which is four miles north of Beattle in the
woods and remote from neighbors, was found
to have been burned to the ground. In the
ruins were the charred remahlm of :f mt;:

Radloff planned the whole affair. Radloff,
on 9, applied for insurance in the
three companies named, and was passed by
the physician as a first-class risk. In the
Mutnlr Company he paid up his policy for
& year, and in the two others he arranged
for the payments to be made quarterly, In
each oase he made payment within two
weeks of the fire,

The amount of the imsurance was cons'd-
ered by all the agents as rather remark-
sble, but Radloff, who had lived in this
conntry for over eight years, had made &
snug fortune in real estate here, and also

REPAIRING THREE TOWNS.

The Damage Wrought by thes California
Earthquake About $100,000—0Only One
Life Lost—The Geography of the
Afflicted  Bogion — Winters Suffered

8AN FrAXCISCO, April 22 —Thers has
been no recurrence of the éarthquake shocks
in the Vaca Valley, and the three towns
where the greatest damage occurred are
rapidly recovering from the effects of the
disaster. The destructive area was confined
to a triangle having sides 10 to 12 miles in
length, with the towns of Vacaville, Dixon
and Winters at the angles. Some serious
damage was done a few miles north of this
ares, taking in Davisville, and in a lesser
degree the town of Woodland.

The town of Winters was the eenter of
the distarbance. It has a population of
800, its main street being mostly built up
with one and two-story brick build
These were all demolished or so badly in-
jured as to render them unsafe.
